REMARKS/ ARGUMENTS 

The Examiner has required Applicants to elect one of the following allegedly distinct 
inventions: 

Group I: claims 1-9, 29-40, drawn to a method of waste treatment 
Group II: claims 10-19, drawn to a method of feeding 
Group III: claims 20-28, drawn to compositions. 

As best understood, the Examiner has also identified three different categories of 
species elections as set forth below: 
Species Election One: Odor Reducer 

a) CCC 

b) bismuth 

c) PAC 

Species Election Two: Odor Reduction Treatment 

a) feeding (claims 10-13); 

b) feeding and waste treatment (claims 14-19). 
Species Election Three: Waste Treatment 

a) odor reducing with adapter (claims 1-6, 29, 35-37) 

b) cross adapter only (claims 7-9, 30, 38-40) 

c) odor reducing only (claims 3 1 -34) 
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Applicants elect Group I (claims 1 -9, 29-40). For purposes of searching only, 
Applicants elect PAC as the odor reducer, which reads on claims 1, 2, 4-9, 29-32, 34-40; and 
odor reducer and cross adapter as the species of waste treatment which reads on claims 1-6, 
29, 35-37. No election is necessary with respect to Species Two because claims 10-19 are 
not among those identified in elected Group I. 

The foregoing constitutes a complete response. Applicants respectfully request an 
early Office Action on the merits.
